Officer’s Rocco Pruger, #15445; David Salgado, #16347; and Bryan Cox, #19328: 
Allegation #1: Unfounded 

The Reporting Investigator recommends a finding of Unfounded for Allegation #1 that 
Officer’s Roeco Pruger, #15445; David Salgado, #16347; and Bryan Cox, #19328, 
stoppec^^^^^^Bvithout justification. Arresting Officers observed ^^^^^^fcommit 
a traffic infraction by using the alley as a through street, in violation o^Cmcag^^ 
Municipd Code 9-4-010 and 9-4-020, which resulted in^^^^^B pulled over. 

t>y his own admission in his statemcnn^PRA, stated that he was pulled over 
by the police while driving through an alley. ^^^^^^Bcontends that his stop was 
without ju stification, a s he did not know that usm^m^Uey as a throughway was 
prohibited^^^^^^^s ignorance of the law does not affect the validity of the traffic 
stop; the R/I therefore finds that the stop was justified and in accordance the City of 
Chicago Municipal Code.

Allegation #2: Exonerated 


^ The records do not reflect that the injury was incurred during an altercation with the police. 
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The Reporting Investigator recommends^Jindin^f Exonerated for Allegation#2 that 
Officer Rocco Pruger, #15445, punched^^^^^l without justification.^^^^^B by 
his own admission in his statement to IPRA, admitted that he pushed an officer back and 
fled on foot, attempting to defeat his arrest. 


further related that he was thrown to the ground, at which time he resisted the 


officers’ attempt to handcuff him by flailing his arms and elbows 


stated that 


one of the officers struck him multiple times in the head as a result of his resisting. 


The departmental reports are largely consistent witl^^^^^^^ owi^escnnton of this 
event. The TRR submitted by Officer Pruger, further documents that^^^^^H grabbed 
and twisted Officer Pruger’s wrist. 


The physical contact between ^^^^^B^_andOfficer Pruger was necessary and not 
excessive. By his own description^^^^^^^K actions were consistent with that of an 
assailant, as defined by Chicago Pohc^Dep^ment General Order 03-02-01 and 03-02- 
02. It is objectively reasonable that Officer Pruger was in fear of receiving a battery 
and/or injury. The level of force used by Officer Pruger, to include the hand strikes that 
he delivered, was therefore appropriate and in accordance with CPD policy and the Use 
of Force Model. 


Office^mger articulated in his Tactical Response Report and in the Arrest Report that 
^^^^^Hdid not follow verbal direction, stiffened, fled, pulled away, and flailed his 
anns^^ncer Pruger responded with member presence, verbal commands, open hand 
strike, and a take down/emergency handcuffing. 


It is recommended thaMhi^nvestigation be terminated at this time without conducting 
further interviews. As^^^^^^falleges that he was struck without justification, and this 
investigation shows that the officer’s use of force was appropriate, this allegation shall 
result in a finding of Exonerated. 
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
